One Used to Gain Entrance into 
Spicdand Bank Safe Was Stolen 


From Kirightstown Garage 


WORK WAS STOPPED THERE 


Robbers Evidently Intended to Rob 
Bank in That Place After Cutting 


Telephone Cables. 


acetylene gas tank used in 


robbing the Henry County bank at 
Spieeland the other night has 'been 
identified as the one stolen from the 
Albertson Machine shop in Knights- 
town about ten days ago. The mun- 
roers corresponded and the m.iehine 
shop managers positively . identified 
the tank as the one 
stolen 
from 


their place of business., 


The identification of the tank also 


brought forth the information that 
the men who stole the tank probably 
intended trying to rob one of the 
banks a.t Knightetown, for one of 
the main telephone cables of the 
town was severed. The cable was 
cut with a saw, which was also sto- 
len from the machine shop. In saw- 
ing the cable the men broke the saw 
and after severing one cable, aban- 
doned the work. It is believed that 
failure to cut -all of the cables prob- 
ably prevented' the attempt 
'being 


made to roll one of the two luniks at 
Knightstown.

Spieeland docs not give a <-lcw to the 
identity of the robbers, but it is an-

•onneciion with the looting of the 
Spieeland bank in •which $14,000 in 
ash and bonds 'was taken. 
Ano'ther one of the mysteries sur- 


rounding the "RpSceland bank robbery 
it hcrw the money was taken from' 
the safe after a hole about 4 inches 
-square had lieen burned through the 
side of the safe. The safe was moved 
to one side and the hole burned in 
the side, the -robbers not bothering 
the door of the safe. The walls of 
the side of 'the safe are probably 
:hree inches thick. 


The heat was intense and the offi- 
ials of the Ibank have not yet fig- 


ured out how it was extracted from 
;he safe even with the hole leading 
nto the anterior. The safe was still 
warm at 9 o'clock the morning after] 
the robbery and j( would have, been I

Paris, (By Mail)—'As one of the 


results of her part in the world war, 
America has left Europe a perma- 
nent center of American culture and 
literature—a big American 
library 


in Paris. 


First of its 'kind on this side of 


the Atlantic this institution, 
built 


upon the efforts o'f the 
American 


Library Association of the A. E. F., 
officially began life Jan. 1 when the 
war staff which conducted the pro- 
ject for the benefit of American sol- 
diers in France, turned the building 
over to the new corps of permanent 
librarians.

people of all nations wishing educa- 
tion in American art science and li-

chief librarian, reports hundreds of 
French, Italians, Russians, English, 
in fact all nationalities are already 
patronizing the book shelves. French 
students and residents alike have 
"displayed a very keen eagerness iii 
this opportunity, to learn American 
literature. American scientific works 
are also in strong demand. 


The library is manned with Amer- 


ian librarians. 


European libraries are watching
